lam moving us in like manner to realize

this is not 4 time of Day to Quarrel, and find 
fault, when the Enemy is at the Door ready to 
Ruine and Deftroy ws all. 

To Quarrel among our felves, has always 
the fame Unreafonablenefs, and tends to the 
fame Ruine and Deftructions the Difference 
only lies in this, that while we put the Evit 
Day far from us, we donot {ee the Necefli- 
ty of Union with the fame Eyes. 

Now as realizing thefe Mifchiefs, would 
make a True Reprefentation of the Sordid, 
Unreafunable Humour of private Diffention, 
and Party Strife among us, fo, tho’ the. Dif- 
afters were never to come, the Difcovery 
would have this Ufe, That Strife and Il] Nag. 
ture would be reprefented in their Native 
Colours; we fhould fee the Bafinefs of Pub- 
lick Agreement, and the Neceffity too, for the 
Bufinefs would be'not to form a shing that was 
not, but to remove the Clouds and Mitts from 
a thing thztis, that it might be reprefented 
in its own Shape, and that the Beauty of 
Peace being fhown, jeyn’d to the Neeeffity 
of it, all Meu might be in Love with the

IC. 
Were the Confederacy Broke, the French 


at the Door, and allina Fright, what woud 


the People do ? Would not they Tear our In- 
centive Papers, and Stone the Authors ? 
Wonld it not be a Monftrous Inconliftency, 
to fee People Bufie, and Irritated againft one 
another; fome Preaching up Fire and Fagot, 
fome Railing at High Church, fome at Low 
Church, talking of Places and Preferments, 
who fhould have them, and who not, bring- 
ing in Perfecuting Claufes, and Tacking 
Occafional Bills, Would not this be like Ne- 
ro’s Fidling, when Rome was on Fire. 

For God fake, Gentlemen, let us have the 
fame Opinion now, tho’ Bleffed be God, the 
French are not Afhoar here, yet the things 
have the fame Tendency, the Mifchiefs look 
the fame way, the Party has the fame De- 
Gign, the Spirit isof the fame Piece. 

Thefe Quarrels and Feuds tend to Confu- 
fion and Embroiling us with one another in 
Parties and Sides, Neighbour againft Neigh- 
bour, Father againft Son, and Son againft 
Father ;thefe Confufions ferve to Retard our 
Preparations, Weaken our Strength, Leffen 
our Friends, and. Expofe us to our Enemies, 
Private Quarrels Encreafe to Publick 5 Encrea- 
fing Animofities grow upto Tumults, Ryets, 
Fightings, and all forts of Violence, thefe at 
Home to De ftroying our Alliances and Con- 
federacies Abroad, and that to being Over- 
run by our Enemies; -and thus, Gentlemen, 
I think I have brought the French to your 
Doors, God Grant you may never make the 
Experiment, \eaft it fhould be too late to help 
it, when you fhould find I was ao falfe Pro- 

het. 

: But let this be how it will, thefe being the 
Native Confequences of our.Strife, the Ne- 
gative is an, abfolutely neceflary Remedy; 
let us therefore Difcourfe of thele things as 
prefent, is not Peace as neceffary befere any 
Difafter, in Order to prevent it, as it would 
he afterwards, in Order to Retrieve it ? 

What would the World fay, of the Englifh 
Nation, if. nothing could bring them to 
Peace, but Publick Difafters ? 

Let us go gad Petition the French to.give 
Us Peace at Home, by Beating ys Abroad; 


our Cendition muft be very bad indeed, that 
nothing can be thought of fo Effeétual to 
Reconciling us abfolutely, as to be firtt Aalf 
uin'd 20 bring us to think. 


let us but look back to the Days within our 
Memory, when in the latcer part of the 
Reign of King Charles the Second, the F opifh 
Plot had Alarm’d this Nation.

firange a Tuin tu Affairs here, that what 
with the Cunning of the Criminals, the 
Mean Charaéter of the Fvidence, and the 
Chagrin of the Great Ones, that Storm 
blowed off, and the Notion of a Plot bee 
came the common Banter of the Age.
